Freon  was  used  to  clean  and 
brighten  the  bronze,  however  it  has  been  banned 
from  use.  Soap  solvents  are  still  available,  but 
it  is  now  triple  the  cost  to  dispose  of  the  waste. 

Bronze  bars  and  rounds  are  still  available  with 
an  antique  finish.
